0 the acts there 1 is one of which it is Proper to make particular 


It is entitled « An at authorizing a detachment from che militia of the United 


States.“ By it the Preſident is empowered to require of the Executives of the 


reſpective States, to take effectual meaſures, at ſuch time as he ſhall judge neceſſary, | 


to organize, arm, and equip, and hold in readineſs to march, at a moment's warning, 


* « 


In purſuance of this act, the Preſident has been pleaſed to direct, that the quota of 


troops aſſigned to this State, ſhould be held in readineſs; and orders have been 


— given, and in numerous inſtances have been complied with in a manner 


very honourable to the militia of this State. 


It will not eſcape your obſervation, Gentlemen, that by this act the Exec tives of 


the ſeveral States are not only to organize, but alſo to arm and equip the detachments 


required of them. When on this, or any future occaſion, ſuch detachments ſhall be 


called to the ſield, it is not to be expected that they will be found completely armed 


and equipped. There will doubtleſs be deficiencies; and to me it appears proper, that | 
the neceſſary ſupplies ſhould be ſeaſonably provided, and that they be managed in 


the manner beſt calculated to guard againſt waſte and miſapplication. 


On reviewing the internal faire of the State, you will, I think, find it neceſſary to 


_ amend ſome of our exiſting ſtatutes. 


The act making alterations in the criminal law, and ſubſtituting the puniſhment of 
\ impriſonment, inſtead of death, for certain felonies, appears to me to have omitted 


either expreſsly to declare, or impliedly to decide, whether in any and what reſpects 


the convictions in thoſe caſes extinguiſh or affect civil rights and relations. 


Ihe reſtriction in the act reſpecting aſſiſtant attornies general, which limits the a 
ointments to counſellors at law re/ident in the reſpective diſtricts, has been, and ſtilli is, 
in one of the diſtricts, productive of inconvenience and embarraſſment. 


The laws e quit. rents might in my opinion be amended by a proviſion, en- 


abling the holders of land ſubject to it, to acquire at any time an exoneration from 
that charge, on juſt and eee terms. To me it appears adviſeable, that the pro- 


prietors of land throughout the State, ſhould, by the gradual operation of ſuch a 


proviſion, be eventually placed in this reſpect on a ſimilar and equal footing.

- Under colour and cover of the act for defraying county charges, taxes are often ſo

certainly defective and exceptionable, which does not afford the beſt checks which 
human prudence and human laws can deviſe, againſt partiality, fraud and oppreſſion. 
That government cannot ceaſe to attract and to preſerve confidence and attachment, 
which leaves no rights without protection, no grievances without redreſes. 


It is conſidered as a rule to which there are few exceptions, that when a law is 


treated with manifeſt and general diſreſpect and diſobedience, it ſhould either be 


repealed, or more competent means to enforce it be deviſed; a tolerated violation of 
one law naturally leading to and encouraging the infraction of others. e 
Although the obligation to obſerve and obey equal and conſtitutional laws, plainlx 
reſults from our focial compacts, and makes a part of the moral law, yet the ſtatute 
prohibiting uſury and limiting the intereſt of money, is notoriouſly and daily violated, . 
and that not only by thofe on whom ſuch confiderations have little influence, but _

It is well known that 
human bodies in a Kate of corruption, 1 thoſe that have died of {tch malignant

| difordirs as every where accur, emit the moſt baneful poiſon into oth air, agai wad 
which common ſepulture is ſuppoſed not to be a ſufficient ſecurity ; wherefore,' a city 
that ſuffers interments within its limits indiſcriminately, does it at the peril of thè 
lives of its citizens. A place is therefore propoſed for a cemetery near the lake, on 
an elevated plain, and not ſuited for mercantile purpoſes, on account of its bleakneſs 
and the impoſlibility of having eſtabliſhed landing places there—And at the ſame time 
it will ſerve to keep open the. range of a fort, Which it may be deemed proper to 
conſtrud on the ſcite of tlie old fortifications; for the defence of the harbor. _ 
Churches are the ſchools of morality, in proportion to the advancement of which 

governments may be more benignly adminiſtered. It is therefore good policyto make 
proviſion for them, co-eval with the foundation of a city, accordingly a place is given 
them on the propoſed plan, adjoining to the cemetery, where they will be the moſt 
retired from the noiſe of bufinefs, and; aided” by the: Tolemnity of ſurrounding ;

The Surveyor-General having perſonally examined the ground and beftowed ſome ' 
reflections upon it, has, from this circumſtance, acquired means of judging reſpecting | 
the diſtribution of it to the beſt advantage, which cannot* be Ade by ordinar 
information alone.—He has therefore conceived it to be his duty, to make che 
repreſentation on a ſubject that will, hereafter at leaſt, be conſidered as of ſerious 
importance, and at preſent, as he hopes, apologize for the freedom of thus particularly 
expreſſing his opinions about it.

I hope I may be lived: to cheriſh the reflection that this inſtance of Sublic © con-

vors for more than twenty years, to ſerve: my country in an oſſice of great truſt, have , 


not been altogether unacceptable-toimy fellow: Git1zens.. 
When unexpectedly called upon at the organization of our conſtitution, to taks; a 


ſeat: on the bench of the Supreme Court, I entered with great difndence uport the 


functions of the office, not having been educated in the profeſſion of the law: I = 
tinued, however, to diſcharge its duties to the .utmoſt of my power, till finding 

the depredations of the war would deprive me of a patrimony amply: ſufficient fot a a 
man of reaſonable defires, and that the pecuniary embarraſſments of. the treaſury were 
ſuch, as to prevent the Legiſlature from making the requiſite eſtabliſhment, to enable 


me to be in any tolerable degree, uſeful as a judge, and even to reſtrain them to ſuch 


moderate allowances, as were altogether in ſufficient for the ſuſtenance of a ſmall 


family, it appeared to me melee neceſſary to engage in ſome buſineſs which 


would afford a reaſonable proſpe& of an adequate permanent maintenance. While 


my mind as occupied upon this ſubject, in the autumn of the year 1779, L received 


the concurrent reſolution of the Senate and Aſſembly appointing me a commiſſioner 


to attend a convention of the five eaſtern States at Hartford. When ſetting out on 
that commiſſion; L took the liberty to repreſent my ſituation and proſpects in a let- 


ter to Governor Clinton, and to requeſt him to accept of my reſignation. Up- 


on my return, the Governor informed me, that the Legiſlature hang made an

ance. which has. been made tome, has proved ſufficient for my decent and comfortable 
ſubſiſtance, and to enable me to ſave ſome ſmall matter from my income; to enhance 
the value of theſe ſavings, and, if poſſible to increaſe their amount, I was led ſome 
years ago by the advice of my friends, to engage in the purchaſe of a farm, and have 
thereby contracted a large debt, which, under "OOO Qreumſlances, it is impoſſible 
for me 8 diſcharge and retain the farm. | 


In this ſituation of my private affairs, Lmight, perhaps, Beſitate between the honor

The diet ſerved daily to the priſoners is, muſh, made of Indian meal and molaſſes, 
for breakfaſt ; ſoup, from ox heads and beef, with potatoes and rye bread, for dinner; 


and the fame kind of provi ſion for ſupper as for breakfaſt. The expence of this diet 


is, as nearly as can be calculated, fix cents per day, for each priſone. 
The Inſpectors are of opinion, ſome alterations in that part of the act for erectin 

State-Priſons, &c. as relates to the internal government of the State-Priſon, and a 

ſome additions thereto would be uſeful ; and as a communication of theſe ſubject:

ee of their Board, as a committee, for the purpoſe of waiting on the Legiſlature, by 


what may be expended this year in ſupporting the priſon, in order to be appr riated 


a8 a Capital Stock for purchaſing raw materials, tools, and implements of different 
kinds, and generally for the purpoſe of carrying on an extenſive manufactory; and 
the Inſpectors take the liberty to obſerve, that with the aid of a Capital Stock, adequate 
to the purpoſe, they are of opinion, the profit gained to the State on manufactured 
articles, will be amply ſufficient to pay all the expences 1 to the Priſon. 

The Inſpectors are fullyconvinced of the importance af the new eſtabliſnmemt, and 
of the ra Mcabilty of carrying into effect the preſent plan; and although the taſk 


allotted to them is arduous, yet conſidering how deeply intereſting the retult muſt be 
to the cauſe of humanity, and that the obligations of beneyolence founded on the 


- precepts and example of the Authar of Chriſtianity, are not cancelled by the follies and

They repreſent ta me that their expenſes on the road have exceeded their expecta- 


tions of this kind are from time to time to be expected. The Indians bein hoſpit- 
able themſelves, naturally expect hoſpitality from others, eſpecially. from this State, 
whoſe early and uniform profeſſions, and condutt towards them, leave them no reaſon 
to queſtion, it. I doubt the propriety. of frequent meſſages of this nature, and there- 
fore ſubmit to your conſideration whether it would not be adviſable to authorize 
ome perſon reſident in this city, and well acquainted with the former and accuſtomed 
manner of receiving and entertaining Indians on ſuch occaſions, to make ſuch provi- 

n for thele and fimilar viſitants, as may be conformable to the long eſtabliſhed 
ulage of the State in theſe reſpects.

dryneſs of the ſeaſon, made it very difficult to procure thoſe materials, neceſſary for 
the completing of ſaid ſtorehouſe, until late in the fall, when the rains raiſed the 
mill ſtreams, when the Superintendant procured, and tranſported a conſiderable part 
of the materials for covering ſaid frame, to the landing; but, the cold weather ſetting 
in ſo early, and cloſing the river with ice, it was impoſſible to tranſport only a ſmall | 
| part of the materials by water. The Superintendant having been very ſeverely cxer- 
| ciſed with a long fit of ſickneſs laſt fall, (he was confined from the gth of September, 
to the latter part of N ovember) which cauſed unavoidable delays in the execution of
